One hundred tweenty- 
three men went down with the steam- 
and twelve with the bark, making 
the total loss of lize 135. 

The survivors will probablely be 
landed atfQuebec. 

Fatugr Point, Canada, May 7.-- 
The steamship State of Florida sunk 
in mid-ocean in cellission with an 
unknown barque five days ago. On- 
ly forty four out of 167 on board were 
saved. The bargue also went down 
with twelve of thecrow. The steam- 
ship Titania, trom yglas gow, arrived 
at Father Point this morning with 
twenty four of che Florida’s crew. 
The captain says he does not know 
if a boat containing twenty persons 
was picked up, The Titania has not 
yet reached dock. No particulars can 
ef thecollission obtainable before 
night.
